Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 

121: 

I. Claims 1 - 32, drawn to Sensing System and Gel Pad Therefore, 
classified in class 600, subclass 437. 

II. Claims 36 - 39, drawn to System for Frequency-dependent 
Attenuation Compensation, classified in class 600, subclass 442. 

[ Claims 33 - 35 have been cancelled.] 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in 
other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed 
because it may be used for single frequency band measurements. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as in systems lacking pre- 
compensation such as pre-distortion, and in systems not involving wideband 
operation. .
